tary campaign conducted’ by General 
Sam- Houston, being noted . for his 
bravery and atrategy. : After the ter- 
mination of that confiiet Hays was 
placed in command of the small reg- 
ular force that was-shortly afterward 
organized and “became. known: to 
fame. as the +‘Texan Rangers.” 
‘Many wero the desperate’ fights in 
which:he was engaged with the fierce 
Commanches and border Indians, 
and. innumerabla were the. perils 
which ho encountered. , He was first 
to supply an armed force with Colt’s 
zovolvor and use it in battle.

ot wag in France that the. first 
serious qifort was made to -establish 


the maxalacture of carpets in the 


fashion af the Orient. This was. in 
the reign of Lonis XLV.,:-and-under: 
the direution of “his “Minister .Col- 
bert.. The royal manufactories wero 


designed. to furnish all’ ‘manner of’. 


furniturs, and.in the Gobelins: and 
Beatvait factories 250 master weav- 
ers Wove rich tapestries. During the 
revolution of 1789, those factories 
Were alniost suppressed, ‘but Napol- 


eon I. revived the manufactories and | 


furnished his palaces with their looin 
work. “he national workshops of 
France still continue, ani the woven 
stuffs of Gobelins, Beauvais and the 
Savonnotic are accounted among the 
finest in Europe. 

The knowledge of carpet woaving 
was piwsumably introduced into 
Englané from France.:’ During the 
persecution 6f\the Huguenots. the 
carpet, weavers, with other artistic 
eraftemon,. fled ‘for -refuge: to Eng- 
land, and established themselves in:
